In  the  days  leading  up  to  the  vote 
of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly’s 
Committee  on  Jewish  Law 
and  Standards  on  the  Rab¬ 
binic  responsa  dealing  with  the  issue  of 
homosexuality,  the  ordination  of  gay 
and  lesbian  Rabbis  and  Cantors,  and  the 
permissibility  of  commitment  ceremo¬ 
nies,  I  was  hoping  that  there  would  be  a 
clear-cut,  decisive  vote — one  way  or  the 
other.  Too  often  in  the  past  the  Con¬ 
servative  Movement  had  been  accused 
of  having  it  both  ways.  And  now,  once 
again,  we  have  it  both  ways:  two  equally 
valid  opinions  with  13  rabbis  voting 
in  favor  of  a  responsum  submitted  by 
Rabbis  Elliot  Dorff,  Avram  Reisner  and 
Daniel  Nevins  that  permits  the  ordina¬ 
tion  of  gays  and  lesbians  and  commit¬ 
ment  ceremonies,  but  urges  them  to 
refrain  from  certain  sexual  practices 
(it  passed  by  a  vote  of  13  for  and  12 
against),  and  Rabbi  Joel  Roth’s  paper, 
which  is,  in  effect,  a  reaffirmation  of  the 
Committee’s  majority  vote  in  1992  that 
maintains  the  status  quo  (it  passed  by  a 
vote  of  13  to  8,  with  4  abstaining). 

But  upon  reflection  this  may  really  be 
a  beautiful  outcome,  one  that  truly  and 
accurately  reflects  the  range  of  views 
within  our  Conservative  Movement.  It 
reaffirms  what  we  have  always  said:  that 
Conservative  Judaism  is  a  big  tent — and 
it  reconfirms  our  tolerance  and  respect 


for  pluralism.  Some  years  ago  at  a 
United  Synagogue  Convention,  a  very 
dedicated  and  sincere  young  rabbi  advo¬ 
cated  that  any  synagogue  that  does  not 
subscribe  to  full  egalitarian  treatment 
of  men  and  women  should  be  banned 
from  the  Conservative  Movement. 

There  was  vehement  opposition  to  that 
call  because  we  are  a  big  tent,  because  of 
what  the  late  Gerson  Cohen,  my  teacher

and  the  Seminary  Chancellor,  called 
“a  common  universe  of  discourse”— a 
common  vocabulary  and  understanding 
that  allows  for  a  plurality  of  views  and  a 
respect  for  a  range  of  religious  behaviors 
and  practices. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  media  emphasized 
that  there  is  now  an  official  t’shuvah 
(rabbinic  opinion/response)  that  says 
gays  and  lesbians  can  be  ordained,  and, 
when  the  proper  liturgy  is  formulated, 
commitment  ceremonies  may  be 
performed. 

But  the  emphasis  on  that  bottom  line  is 
less  important  than  a  more  nuanced

Before  the  Exodus,  before  Joshua’s  conquest,  our  ancestors  already  had  a  relationship  with  what  was  to  become  “The  Prom¬ 
ised  Land.”  Abraham  journeyed  in  Canaan  where  he,  Isaac  and  Jacob  sojourned  until  famine  forced  them  to  seek  refuge  in 
Egypt.  We  will  explore  these  earliest  anecdotes  as  recounted  by  the  narrator  of  Genesis. 
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understanding  of  what  really  went  on  in  the  Law  Commit¬ 
tee.  The  general  consensus  among  the  Committee  members 
should  be  instructive  for  us  as  members  of  the  Movement.  At 
no  time  in  the  Committee’s  deliberations  (nor  in  anything 
that  was  written)  was  there  anything  less  than  the  utmost 
respect  for  gays  and  lesbians  and  an  appreciation  for  their 
difficult  circumstances  as  they  strive  to  adhere  to  a  committed 
Jewish  lifestyle.  There  was  also  tremendous  respect  for  the 
different  opinions  among  the  various  Committee  members.  I 
was  privileged  to  witness  an  absolutely  beautiful  moment  that 
spoke  louder  than  any  and  all  of  the  words  offered  that  day: 
after  a  long,  tension-filled  day,  these  rabbis  came  together  to 
daven  the  Ma’ariv  Service  in  our  Synagogue’s  Chapel  without 
any  intimation  of  discord.  I  and  others  were  deeply  moved 
by  that  sense  of  unity,  by  that  sense  of  understanding  that  is 
shaped  by  our  “common  universe  of  discourse”,  even  if  we 
have  different  opinions. 

Nor  can  one  talk  about  left  vs.  right,  or  liberal  vs.  conserva¬ 
tive  in  this  context. 

Rabbi  Joel  Roth  strived  mightily  to  find  a  halachic  way  to 
permit  the  very  things  that  he  ultimately  reaffirmed  could  not 


occur.  Some  decades  ago  another  of  his  responsa  was  the  ba¬ 
sis  for  the  ordination  of  women  as  rabbis  and  cantors.  In  that 
instance  he  even  advocated  for  a  radical  rabbinic  procedure  to 
permit  women  to  serve  as  witnesses. 

And  the  other  responsum,  that  now  grants  these  permis¬ 
sions  to  gays  and  lesbians,  does  not  do  so  without  reserva¬ 
tions;  it  too,  operates  within  a  context  that  “accepts  and  pro¬ 
motes  rabbinic  authority  and  precedent  that  govern  liturgy, 
diet,  the  festival  cycle,  ethical  and  civil  codes  and  all  other 
aspects  of  religious  life.” 

The  greatest  debates  in  our  history  were  between  Shammai 
and  Hillel  and  their  respective  adherents.  Those  two  Schools 
couldn’t  even  agree  on  the  correct  procedure  for  making  Kid- 
dush  on  Friday  night!  And  yet,  what  does  the  Talmud  tell 
us?  Despite  their  differences  they  never  refrained  from  letting 
their  children  marry  one  another. 

If  the  Schools  of  Shammai  and  Hillel  could  do  it,  and  if 
the  members  of  the  Law  Committee  could  come  together  and 
daven  in  harmony,  then  we,  sitting  in  the  pews  in  the  Conser¬ 
vative  Movement,  can  surely  retain  our  unity. 
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This  essay  is  based  on  the  ( much  longer)  sermon  that  Rabbi  Stern  delivered  on 

Shabbat  morning,  December  16,  2006.
